‘jhe New Building Ordinance. . 


The new Building Ordinance, which was 
read a first’ time at yesterday's mecting’of 
the “Legislative Council, should ,be wel- 
comed,. by everybody, with the exception 


‘perhaps of the, jerry- -builder and some few 


unqualified persons who pose as. architects, 
‘The Bill consis ts of ‘no less than one 
bundred and six separate sections and bears 
evidence of having been very carefully pre- 
pared to megt every contingency that could 
be “possibly foreseen, and this is hardly 
to be wondered at when we note that, in 
addition to our Public Works officials, Mr. 


Osnerr Cisapwick and Professor Sturson | 
‘y are jointly ‘responsible for it. 


"Khe first six sections of the Bill deal with 


‘)uhe title, etc, and.are not of great moment. 


“Then comes section ‘64, divided into 28 
subsections, which defines the various terms 
uged in the: Bill, which might otherwise: be 
liable to miscdnstruction. Section 7 pro 
vides for the registration ‘of Architects, a

consideration the fact that-at the. préseit

According to this 
section all Architects must have their;

* Dangerous Buildings have not been for-

safety at the: owner's expense. . Section 88, 
provides, that no alteration or addition, shall 
be made to any existing building until 
‘an authorized Architect has given a .cer- 
tificate in writing to thé effect that such 
building is capable of bearing the weight 
and strain of ‘such alterations or ad- 
ditions. Needless to say such a clause will 
go far to prevent the scandal of extra storeys 
being added‘to jerrybuilt houses, for. it will 


mean that-in the ‘event’ of a collapse the. 


Architect will be brought to book. lor pur- |, 
poses of inspection the Building Authority is 
‘empowered to enter and examine all build- 
inigs, and the owner isto provide him with 
every facility for such examination. 

Penalties are attached to contraventions 
of various portions of the Ordinance, and, 
we'are pleased to sce ‘that “it has been ar- 
ranged that they fall upon the shoulders’ of 
those really responsible, thus adding a further 
incentive to honest as opposed to scamped 
work. | ° 
‘Taken on ‘the whole, we consider that the 
Bill in question is arie of the best and most 
complete which the Government has brought 
forward for a long time. Jerry building has 
in Hongkang grown to bea standing re- 
proach to the Colony, and we are pleased to 
see an. honest effort being made to crush 
it. Doubtless some interested ‘parties, 
such’ as the .unqualified : architect. and 
the speculative builder, will have objec: 
tions to make, but it must ‘not be for- 
gotten that ‘the Bill'is put forward im tho}: 


interests of the public and is intended to |: 


safeguard’ them against the sins of, these 
people. It is the public who suffer from 
jerry building, bad material and scamped 
work, and anything which will tend to pro- 
tect them from the evils arising there- 
from, as this Bill, if rigidly enforced by the 
Government undoubtedly. will; ‘should be 
welcomed. We heattily congratulate “the 
Government upon the new measure, and 
trust that, when the Bill is put into force, 
they will see, that the staff of the Public 
Works Department is placed Upon such a, 
footing as to render: the carrying out of its 
provisions capable of accomplishment.
